The President termed “dis- 
graceful” the discovery through 
selective. service that so many 
young Americans are unfit for 
mi service. 

In an unexpected appearance 
before the seventy-second annual 
general conference of the Na- 
tional Guard Association, he 
urged the officials to get behind 
his request of Congress for a 
UMT law. 

Underlines U.N. Talk. 

His remarks lent new emphasis 
to his speech before the United 
Nations General Assembly only 24 
hours before that the United 
States intends to remain strong 
until a world-wide ‘“fool-proof” 
disarmament pact is signed. 

The President did not say he 
wanted Congress to consider a 
universal military training law 
when it comes back Nov. 27, but 
it seemed clear that he would re- 
new his request next year.

Since Nationalist China fell 
last year, the Chinese Reds have 
clamored for inclusion of Tibet in 
Red China. The lofty Tibet is

They did not even brirfg back 
assurance that the President will 
Zive public indorsement of 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr., Don- 
nell’s Democratic opponent. Al- 
though they conceal their chagrin 
over the latter, it is possible that 
they do not consider that a major 
failure. 

It now appears that there will 
be no _ substantial contribution 
from the Democratic National 
Committee for the Missouri cam- 
paign, and that the President will 
continue to maintain complete 
silence about the senatorial con- 
test in Missouri. 

“Non-Political” Strategy. 

The indications are that the 
Administration has adopted the 
strategy of being “non-political” 
in Missouri and, in fact, in Ohio 
and in other states during the 
present campaigns. 

Whether this is due to the fact 
that Truman has met disaster in 
his previous attempts to interfere 
in Missouri campaigns does not 
appear; but Republican politi- 
cians gloat over the 1946 primary 
in Kansas City, when the Presi- 
dent purged Congressman Roger 
C. Slaughter only to see a Re- 
publican elected in his place, and 
over the victory of Hennings over 
State Senator Emery W. Allison, 
the President’s hand-picked can- 
didate, in the Democratic primary 
this year. 

The only word that has come 
even indirectly from the Presi- 
dent about the Missouri’ sena- 
torial campaign was a brief state- | 
ment made by Hennings after he | 
had a conference of more than 
an hour with Truman, at the lat- 
ter’s solicitation, several weeks 
ago. Emerging from the confer- 
ence Hennings said that “the 
President wished me well” and 
“he hoped I would be elected.” 

It had been expected that both 
Democratic and Republican fna- 
tional committees would pour 
large sums into Missouri this 
year, the one to attempt to avoid 
repudiation of the President in 
his home state by the re-election

Mrs. William Sentner, who was 
arrested Monday by agents of the 


Naturalization and Immigration 
Service on orders of the Attor- 
ney General, must remain in city 
jail at least until Friday under a 
ruling yesterday by United States 
District Judge Rubey M. Hulen. 

Judge Hulen gave the Govern- 
ment until Friday to file its an- 
swer to Mrs. Sentner’s petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus 
which she sought yesterday 
through her counsel, Morris J. 


Levin. If the Government com- 
plies with the order by filing an 
answer, Judge Hulen will set a 
date for a hearing on the merits 
of the application, he said. 
“Pretty Indefinite” to J 


udge. 

“It looks to me like the whole 
thing is pretty indefinite,” Judge 
Hulen remarked after Levin said 
his client never had been advised 
of the charges against her and 
had been denied release on bond. 

“Certainly, a person who is ar- 
rested has a right to know why 
he has been taken into custody,” 
the judge continued. “The pe- 
tition appears on the face of it 
to state sufficient facts. It is 
practically a prima facie case in 
the absence of a statement of 
facts by the Government.” 

Levin recalled that Mrs. Sent- 
ner had been at liberty on bond 
since a previous arrest a year ago 
on a deportation warrant. He 
asserted his client, a native of 
Croatia, never had attempted to 
jump bond but had been living 
quietly with members of her fam- 
ily, including her aged mother, at 
5673 Cabanne avenue, awaiting a 
hearing on the warrant. He asked 
that she be released on the ex- 
isting $2000 bond. 

Government Reply. 

United States Attorney Herbert 
H. Freer, opposing her release, 
said the present proceeding ap- 
peared to be a continuation of the 
old case, as far as he could learn.

It 
couldn't miss: They'd merely 
announce Don Newcombe as 
the starting pitcher in Mon- 
treal, then step aside to avoid 
being trampled by 15,000 cus- 
tomers. Advertise Newcombe 
and Sam Jethroe of Chicago’s 
South Side, and Comiskey Park 
would bulge like a chipmunk’s 
cheeks. In the minors, fans 
would break down the fences to 
see Joe DiMaggio, Ralph Kiner, 
Stan Musial and Ted Williams. 

Riggs. and Jachym put up 
$10,000 apiece. Bobby hoped 
that would be all. Then they 
put up another $16,000 each. 
Then the tour started, minus 
Williams, DiMaggio and Musial 
but complete with air transpor- 
tation, two trainers, two travel- 
ing secretaries and an advance 
man out front of the troupe. 
It began with a rain-out in Mon- 
treal. No money. 

Rain, Fog, Hurricane. 

AD weather spoiled good 
B prospects in Syracuse. Tor- 

onto was rained out. Some 
residents of Chicago’s South 
Side, puzzled to see Comiskey 
Park’s lights turned on, came in 
out of curiosity. That game lost 
only $800. Cincinnati wasn’t 
interested. Two smallish Cana- 
dian towns responded fairly 
well. Rochester wasn't bad, 
but the return trip to Toronto 
had to be made by bus because 
the aifline supposed to carry 
the players didn’t have permis- 
sion to land in Canada.

Here came the second payday 
for the players and money had 
to go into the bank to make 
the paychecks good.

Flying 
south, the teams were delayed 
by weather; when they arrived, 
most of the customers had gone 
home. A Miami hotel was go- 
ing to house the players on the 
cuff; a few days before the 
troupe's arrival, it blew down in 
a hurricane. 

At length Riggs grabbed a 
hot dog at the Newark airport, 
grabbed a plane, grabbed an- 
other hot dog in Washington, 
got to Miami at 5 a.m., sans 
dinner, sans sleep.

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ORSES that perform many 

tricks are known as “high 

school” horses. Trainers of 
these horses spend many long 
hours teaching them to add, sub- 
tract, and multiply, as well as to 
pick out various objects and col- 
ors, and many other tricks which 
can only be accomplished by hard 
work, great patience, and long 
hours. 

Far too many bird dogs are 
started in the hunting field that 
can not even qualify for the “kin- 
dergarten” class, to say nothing 
of being capable of a “high 
school” rating. This is, of course, 
due to the fact that the owner has 
spent little, if any, time in yard- 
breaking the pup and, when hunt- 
ing season starts, the dog does 
not recognize a single command 
that is given. There are two es- 
sentials in yard-breaking, pa- 
tiénce on the: part of the master 
and obedience by the dog. This 
can not be accomplished in a 
single lesson. One old, experi- 
enced trainer in the Ozarks, when 
asked what he considered the 
most important phase of bird dog 
training, quickly answered, “a 30- 
foot checkrope.” In order to suc- 
cessfully train a dog, the fault has 
to be immediately corrected when 
it is committed. Obedience is best 
taught and faults are more quick- 
ly corrected is a long check cord 
is used in yard-breaking. The 
commands to heel, whoa, come in 
and many other elementary com- 
mands are emphasized by a jerk 
on the check cord and stubborn 
dogs often have to be upset by a 
sharper jerk when they refuse to 
obey the commands. When these 
commands are quickly obeyed 
without exerting any pressure on 
the rope, the dog should be petted 
and given a piece of candy or 
some other tidbit as a reward. 


Train Them Early! 

There is no compromise be- 
tween a man and his dog.

If, in the field, your 
dog constantly flushes birds and 
pays no heed to the flush, then 
you have a mutt and all the yard- 
breaking and field work in the 
world will do no good and your 
efforts will have been in vain. 
On the contrary, if you direct a.

covey has just been flushed and 
he shows intense interest and 
curiosity in sniffing around each 
spot recently occupied by the in- 
dividual birds of the covey, you 
can almost be sure that, if given 
an opportunity, he will soon be 
pointing birds like a veteran. 

Start With Rubber Ball. 

Teaching a dog to retrieve a 
rubber ball or any other soft ob- 
ject is usually an easy task.

HE energy and endurance

There is nothing in 
the scene to suggest that great 
issues depend on the fate of 
this particular candidate — the 
future course of the Republican 
party, the direction of American 
foreign policy, the success or 
failure of the Truman adminis- 
tration’s alliance with organized 
labor, perhaps even the identity 
of the next President. 

The scene suggests, instead, a 
cheerful Sunday school outing, 
presided over by a rather irasci- 
ble schoolmaster.

OVIET leaders do not want 

and will not fight a general 

war now unless either they or 
the West blunder into one, it is 
the unanimous opinion of top 
Western European leaders re- 
ported to this capital within the 
last few days. 

In addition, intelligence re- 
ports received from inside Russia 
by some European capitals, indi- 
cate the Kremlin leaders, while 
certain they could march to the 
Atlantic in short order if they 
gave the word, are deterred by 
two reasons. One is lack of con- 
fidence that their forces could po- 
lice Western Europe adequately 
if it were occupied. The other 
is fear that they might lose their 
jobs if the occupation did not go 
well—and lose them in the messy 
fashion of Hitler and Mussoligi. 


These are the main reasons 
given by 15 top European states- 
men as to why—unless there is a 
blunder—there will be no general 
war, even when Russia is faced 
with the spectacle of the West 
seeking to rearm at top speed. 
There is no doubt but that thjs 
report has influenced American 
policy, and probably President 
Truman’s speech to the United 
Nations yesterday. 

U.S, Collapse Foreseen. 

The Kremlin also is convinced, 
these reports say, that the big 
new United States defense pro- 
gram will bring about the eco- 
nomic collapse long predicted for 
this country by Soviet economists, 
some of whom were banished to 
Siberia when their earlier predic- 
tions proved false. 


This—does Russia want general 
war?—was the first of three basic 
questions asked of the European 
statesmen. 

The second was whether West- 
ern European countries would 
fight if attacked during the three- 
year period believed necessary to 
build up Western armed forces 
to a degree to challenge the Rus- 
sian army. 

The answer to this was that 
some countries bordering on Rus- 
sia and its satellites are willing 
to fight to the death for their 
freedom, while others want the 
assurance of winning if forced into 
war.

N 


OW to speak of men and of personal character and of capacity 
for leadership. The soldier and the sailor and the airman are 
not born in uniform. They come from civilian origins. Their 
natures are formed in civilian molds. 


The character of our civilian 


society will in a large degree determine the character of our fight- 


ing forces. 


We are fortunate that our 
civilian society is so rich in the 
development of personal inven- 
tiveness and initiative. We are 
fortunate that in all weglks of 
life our leaders come so largely 
from our civilian rank and file. 
We are not a nation of a domi- 
nant few and a suppressed many. 
Every American has almost limit- 
less opportunities for leadership. 


Our fighting forces reflect 
that spirit of America—and 
should reflect it more. Officers 
train their men not only to 
obey but to be able to initiate 
action for themselves in those 
confused moments of emergen- 
cy that occur so often in battle. 
Americans are already the 
world’s most individualized 
fighting men. They display 
astonishing resourcefulness in 
the face of crisis. 


I must then ask my civilian 
fellow citizens to back our fight- 
ing forces with some fighting of 
their own, in the civilian field. 
You properly expect American 
soldiers, airmen, marines and sail- 
ors to serve and sacrifice. Do not 
forget that they have the right 
to expect you, too, to serve and 
sacrifice. 


It is difficult for the man un- 
dergoing the hardships of active 
operations and exposed to danger 
to understand how others at home 
can take advantage of the situ- 
ation to improve their own lot. 
Do not let them come home from 
Korea—or elsewhere—to find that 
in their absence, instead of 
tightening your belts, you have 
loosened them. 

Profit-taking in business, wage- 
taking in labor, price-taking in 
agriculture must represent not 
only what is called “equality of 
sacrifice on the home front.” It 
must also represent an acknowl- 
edgment of the total sacrifice 
made on the battlefield. If you 
want to improve the morale of the 
men on the battlefield, let them 
hear the message of your own 
willing acceptance of privations 
and hardships. 

I wish I could tell you that 
those hardships will be of short 


duration. I cannot in conscience 
do so. No man can now foresee 
the end of this period of tre- 
mendous pressure against us. 

We only know that we must 
proceed to that end unfalteringly 
and in full faith. Our enemy has 
faith in things material. I do not 
hesitate to say, as a soldier, that 
we must have faith in things 
spiritual. That faith diminishes 
physical hardships and enhances 
physical valor. It can—and, I am 
sure, will—shorten our trial and 
speed our triumph.

' Dubious Morality 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


_ Chairman Frank Buchanan of the 
House Committee on Lobbying revealed 
that 152 American corporations have 
spent more than $32,000,000 in the last 
three years in attempts to sway opinion 
on public issues. 

A vital fact exposed is that nearly 90 
per cent of the total was spent on con- 
tributions to tax-exempt organizations, 
or on gifts, deductible as business ex- 

nses before taxes, to groups distribut- 
ng literature on public issues. Among 
these groups is the notorious Commit- 
tee for Constitutional Government, 
whose director has been cited for con- 
tempt of Congress. 

Whatever one thinks of lobbying, it 
is still legal; and pressure groups of all 
political complexions engage in it with 
increasing frequency. 

However, imposing the will of a pow- 
erful minority on the interests of the 
unorganized majority is of pretty dubi- 
ous morality. And tax-dodging, by dint 
of legal loopholes or what-not, need not 
and should not be endured.

Glass Houses for Lobbies 


A lobbyist is a lobbyist to everybody but a 
lobbyist, who too frequently regards himself as 
a public educator or a public relations expert, 
or as a ‘business man, lawyer, banker or lame- 
duck Congressman performing the duties of a 
citizen. That is one of the reasons why the 
House Committee on Lobbying Activities asks 
for better definitions of lobbyists and lobbying 
than are given in the 1946 Federal Regulation 

Sometimes lobbyists are individuals and 
sometimes they are organizations, and the act 
is vague as to which should register. So there 
are cases in which individuals register and the 
principal lobbyist—the organization—does not 
register or report its activities. 

Sometimes lobbying is aimed at executive de- 
partments of government, which enjoy much 
discretionary leeway (attractive to lobbyists) in 
spending billions of dollars every year. Such 
lobbying goes undealt-with by the act, which 
regulates only lobbying aimed at Congress. 

Sometimes lobbying is indirect, and the act 
deals only with direct lobbying. As a matter of 


fact, the investigating committee says indirect 


lobbying is now a billion-dollar-a-year business. 
Indirect lobbyists influence citizens to do their 
lobbying for them, as by flooding Congress with 
telegrams and letters, and buying and distribut- 
ing propaganda literature. 

Former Representative Roger Slaughter of 
Missouri, who led the lobby that killed the bill 
to let the Government build grain storage houses, 
was unregistered. He was indicted for failure 
to register but won acquittal. 

Only a handful of the hundreds of real estate 
lobbyists who defeated the public housing Dill 


“in a recent year were registered, according to 


Senator Kilgore of West Virginia. 

Senator McClellan of Arkansas as president 
of the National Rivers and Harbors Congress 
and Senator Humphrey of Minnesota as presi- 
dent of Americans for Democratic Action did 
not register though they headed big lobbying 
organizations. 

Alfred Kohlberg, a New York textile importer 
who is a leader of the lobby for Nationalist 
China, has never registered. 

These inconsistencies demonstrate how right 
the National Association of Manufacturers was 
when it said the lobbying act is so vague it is 
unintelligible. Among others, the N.A.M. has 
taken advantage 6f its vagueness by contending 
that a $2,000,000-a-year public relations program 
has nothing to do with lobbying. 

If the lobby investigation does no more than 
set up definitions without loopholes, it will have 
earned its way. At the same time that this is 
being done, Congress can look to other defects 
in the act, such as the exemption of contribu- 
tions under $500. Perfection of a method for 
keeping the lobbies in glass houses will be well 
worth all the trial, error and correction which 
this complex problem in democratic government 
calls for. 
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China Looks at Tibe 


It may be days or weeks or longer, before 
Communist China’s ambitions toward Tibet be- 
come absolutely clear. The Communist radio in 
Peiping has broadcast reports that the Chinese 
Red Army has been ordered to advance into 
the inland country, but no actual invasion is 
reported. Certainly the Communists have no 
excuse for an unprovoked attack. 

Through part of its long history, mountainous 
Tibet was more.or less under China’s remote 
control, but such control was very remote. In 
recent years Tibet has been independent. Yet 
the Peiping broadcasts say the Red Army must 
“free 3,000,000 Tibetans from imperialist oppres- 
sion.” 

Probably no land in-the world is better iso- 
lated from any kind of imperialism, except Com- 
munist imperialism, and few nations are more 
feudalistic in their social organization and gov- 
ernment. Tibet is ruled by its priesthood and 
clans. Foreign influence is nil. 

The only “freedom” that the Chinese Red Army 
could grant Tibetans is freedom from independ- 
ence, self-<determination and their ancient way 
of life. In short, freedom from themselves. The 
Communists’ cry of “imperialism” never sounded 
sourer..

Weak Spot on Inflation 

Warning of the disaster ahead if inflation 
is not brought under control, Dr. Edwin G. 
Nourse, former chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers, says the nation 
has four courses to choose from. ‘ 

We can let inflation rip. Or we can hold 
spending within income. Or we can raise taxes 
to cover spending. Or we can close the gap 
between spending and income by establishing 
economie controls. 

Dr. Nourse should have added a fifth course, 
designated 4a, which would describe the one 
the Administration is actually following. The 
Administration ig opposed to letting inflation 
rip, but it is not covering government expendi- 
tures with government revenue. It is running a 
deficit and hoping that the inflationary gap will 
be closed partly by control measures and partly 
by self-restraint on the part of business, labor 
and consumers. 

The weakness of government policy lies in 
its reliance on self-restraint. That didn’t work 
in 1941 and there is every reason to believe that 
it won't work now. When the Administration 
finally comes to substituting price and wage con- 
trols for this part of its policy, it will stand 
some chance of winning the battle against infla- 
tion.

A prize for irresponsibility should be handed 
to William L. Worden and The Saturday Evening 
Pest, which published an article he wrote called 
“Case History of College Communism.”

Indeed, the statement merely indicates the 
colossal ignorance of Mr. Worden about Wash- 
ington University.

Indeed, it would be better if 
Washington University attracted its quota of in- 
cipient young Communists in order to show 
them why they are wrong. Surely, education 
for citizenship is an important part of an edu- 
cational institution’s job. 

Fortunately, Chancellor Compton's attitude 
thus far has been one of restraint. He said the 
university “jealously and zealously safeguards 
the privilege of every student to participate 
without fear in campus activities that help him 
to achieve political maturity and to form his 
opinions independently.” That is an eminently 
desirable goal, and, in fact, not a bad statement 
of what ought to be at least one major goal of 
college education in general. 

But if these Communist organizers are in fact 
what the chancellor called a “hazard” to stu- 
dents, then the university had better look to 
the caliber of the education it is providing. We 
prefer to think they are not a hazard. We hope 


- the students are acquiring such a deep convic- 


tion of the values of truth, freedom, justice, the 
dignity of the individual and a host of other 
matters that a little Communist propaganda will 
never be hazardous to them. 

Certainly the investigation the university is 
conducting should have as a polestar the chan- 
cellor’s statement of the need for students to 
achieve political maturity and form opinions in- 
dependently. And it should also be remem- 
bered that student experiments in radicalism are 
as old as education itself, and no doubt will be 
worrying excitable old persons long after Com- 
munism has been buried. 
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When Al Jolson Sang 


If you wanted to know what it was like to 
be alive, the best way to find out was to listen 
to Al Jolson sing. In his prime he had such 
vitality that it burned on the stage like a leap- 
ing flame. : 

It was the kind of vitality that led David 
Belasco to say once to Lenore Ulric that if she 
did not let up she would burn herself out. But 
Jolson did not burn himself out. In the voice 
that was dubbed into the two movies made about 
his, life, and in the phonograph records made 
after he was really an old man, there were 
youth and vigor enough still to make évery run- 
ner-up seem old and tired by comparison. 

It was not the frenetic activeness of Eddie 
Cantor or Betty Hutton that made the really 
rather mediocre voice of Al Jolson an unforget- 
table experience. It was a perfectly natural 
and healthy aliveness. And it transcended and 
dignified some of the hammiest material an en- 
tertainer ever had on his hands. The mammy 
song, the sonny-boy song, the stance on the 
bended knee with arms wide outstretched, white- 
gloved hands glowing in the spotlight and black- 
corked face pleading—even Broadway has never 
conceived anything more authoritatively corny. 
Nothing less than the great joy of living which 
Jolson put into it could have made it what it 
was—for what it was was wonderful. 

Old gaffers have, we know, an unfortunate 
way about them of saying to young squirts just 
coming along that it’s not the fun it used to be 
to go to the theater. That there aren’t the en- 
tertainers there were when Joe Jefferson trod 
the boards, or McIntyre and Heath stood under 
the ham tree, or Anna Held sang. Young 
people, bless 'em, have the sound sense to recog- 
nize these maunderings for the poppycock they 
are. But as those who heard Al Jolson when 
they were young, or middle-aged, grow old, and 
say to their young folks that there is no one 
these days who can sing a song as Jolson sang 
it, they can take one stout consolation for carry- 
ing on such ancient saws. And that is, that they 
will be absolutely right about it. 
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The U.N. Vs. Syngman Rhee 

Celebrating United Nations day, President 
Syngman Rhee told a South Korea audience that 
his government will co-operate fully with the 
U.N. in the reconstruction of Korea. 

What kind of co-operation President Rhee has 
in mind, however, remains a trifle obscure. 
Three times he has proclaimed his intention to 
bring North Korea under his own regime, de- 
spite instructions from the U.N. Interim Com- 
mittee on Korea that his government's juris- 
«diction should be limited to the South, where 
it was legally elected. The committee’s view is 
that the Rhee Government should not be per- 
mitted to accomplish by force of U.N. arms what 
the North Koreans sought to accomplish by 
force of Communist arms. Unification of Korea 
must be a U.N. responsibility. 

President Rhee keeps saying that he has re- 
ceived no official notification of U.N. policy. 
This is a strange situation, for Gen. MacArthur 
is a close personal friend of Rhee, and Gen. 
MacArthur is the U.N. commander in Korea. It 
should be the simplest thing in the world for 
the U.N. commander to communicate to Rhee 
what U.N. policy is.

THE ESCAPE, by Mark Aldanev, (Charies Scribner's 

Sons, 389 pgs., $3.50.) 

An examination of Mark Aldanov’s latest 
novel will reveal not one story but two. 
The first is about the suspected murder of 
a banker and about the people (lawyers, 
officials, guspects, and their friends and 
families) whose lives are touched by the 
investigation.

MEDICAL FINDING 
MAY SOLVE CAUSE 


OF SOME DISEASES|* 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25 (AP) | 


—Tiny disease-generating organ- 
isms have been discovered in the 
throat, saliva and elsewhere in the 
human body by three University 
of Pennsylvania medical research- 
ers. 

Their discovery was announced 
last night at a meeting of the 
Eastern Pennsylvania chapter of 
the Society of American Bacteri- 
ologists. 

They said it was the first re- 
corded instance in which these 
ultra-small organisms had been 
isolated from the human body 
outside the genito-urinary tract. 

The three researchers who 
made the report are Drs. Harry 
E. Morton, professor of bacteri- 
ology; Paul R. Leberman, assist- 
ant professor of urology, and 
Paul Francis Smith, Difco fellow 
in bacteriology. 

The organisms are known as 
PPLO—a contraction for pleuro- 
pneumonia-like organisms. 

The three doctors said the min- 
ute organisms might be the un- 
derlying cause of infectious dis- 
eases 
agent now is unknown. 

The significance of their dis- 
covery, they explained, lies in the 
fact that investigation ultimately

Six More Yanks Who Survived 
Red Massacre of 68 Are Found 


Wounded and Half-Starved Men Ran to Hills

6 MORE CARRIERS 
TO JOIN BRITISH 
FLEET BY 1954 


LONDON, Oct. 25 (AP)—Brit- 
ain announced today that it will 
add six new aircraft carriers to 


scored | its fleet between now and 1954. 


The announcement was made in 
the House of Commons by James 
Callaghan, parliamentary secre- 
tary to the Admiralty. 


The latest naval estimates show 
that Britain has launched six car- 
riers, but that the work of fitting 
them had been suspended. Cal- 
laghan did not elaborate on his 
announcement that six carriers 
would join the fleet by 1954, but 
naval sources took this to mean 
that work of fitting them for serv- 
ice would be completed by then. 
Callaghan also said two anti- 
submarine frigates of new design 
are under construction. He added 
that “4% new design minesweepers 
have been ordered, or will shortly 
be ordered.”

United States must continue its 
defense program to assure Eu- 
rope that it is in dead earnest in 
its desire to build’ up military 
strength for peace—not preven- 
tivé war. 

Churchill’s Comment. 

‘The third question was whether 
the United States and the West 
must continue indefinitely with 
the buildup and maintenance of 
military strength or whether 
there was a possibility of looking 
toward ultimate disarmament. 

The European statesmen had 
no clear answer to’ this. Win- 
ston Churchill, however, pointed 
out that in three years the West 
will be in a position to negotiate 
from strength and that one can 
negotiate even with Stalin as long 
fas military strength is main- 
tained. 

A collateral observation was 
that the next decade may see an 
overturn in the Russian govern- 
ment in any case, with the pres- 


~ ent Kremlin leaders supplanted 


by others who will devote their 
attention to internal Russian af- 
fairs rather than the objective 
of world conquest. 
Finland’s Defiance Cited. 

The example of‘ Finland, a rela- 
tively tiny country literally under 
the guns of the Soviet Union, yet 
which persists in annoying.its big 
neighbor, was cited. The Finns 
know that the Russians know, this 
report said, that Russia couldn't 
digest Finland without (1) killing 
all the Finns or (2) moving them 
all to Siberia. Also, the Kremlin 
fears it would discover similar 
eases of “indigestion” in other 
countrie#? should the Red armies 
seek to take over all of Western 
Europe, and this is having a pow- 
erful effect on the Soviet Union. 

Turkey, on another flank, is 
another powerful deterrent to 
Russian aggression, this report 
said. Turkey is strong, and its 
people are willing to fight and die 
rather than submit to Russian 
rule, and the Kremlin knows it. 

An American program of three 
billion dollars a year would be 
sufficient to provide the neces- 
sary economic aid for the entire 
world, says one of the experts 
who has seen this report. In ad- 
dition to Point IV work, this fund 
would” provide the facilities for 
increased productivity in Western 
Europe, so that Communist hopes 
that more guns would result in 
less bread, and thus foment in- 
ternal disorders, would be dashed.

Decision Aimed at Stem- 
ming Inflation Despite 
Increased Costs, Firm’s 
Head Says. 


DETROIT, Oct. 25 (UP)—Henry 
Ford II announced last night 
that the Ford Motor Co. will not 
increase automobile prices now 
despite rising labor and material 
costs. 

“We know that voluntary ac 
tion on the part of just one coin 
pany cannot halt an inflationary 
spiral,” the 33-year-old Ford pres- 
ident said. 

“Our decision is aimed at do- 
ing our part in the tremendous 
joint effort before this country— 
that of meeting world-wide 
threats to our freedom. and of 
keeping our economy strong and 
progressive.” 

The decision was thade in the 
face of a $78,000,000 jump in 
Ford’s car-making costs brought 
on by the Korean war round of 
wage boosts and climbing prices 
- steel and other basic materi- 
als. 

Six auto makers — Packard, 
Kaiser-Frazer, Nash, Willys-Over« 
land, Hudson and Studebaker— 
have increased auto prices in the 
last two months. . 
Ford’s action came on the day 
the 1951 Mercurys were  intro- 
duced to the public. It made no 
reference to what action may bé6é 
taken on the forthcoming new 
Ford models, but indicated that 
current prices will be retained if 
possible. 

What Ford’s major competitors 
would do remained a question, 
When General Motors and Chrys- 
ler granted pay increases they 
only promised not to boost prices 
“at this time.” Their 1951 models 
are not yet on the market. 

Auto companies declined im« 
mediate comment on the Ford an- 
nouncement. 

A spokesman for the CIO 
United Auto Workers union said 
“the UAW is glad to see that the 
Ford Motor Co. agrees that there 
is no necessity or justification 
for car price increases.” 

On Labor day, the Ford Co, 
granted its 110,000 workers 8- 
cent hourly pay hikes, pension 
benefits increased from $100 to 
$125 a month and an improved 
health insurance plan. 

“These facts no prudent busi- 
ness man can ignore,” Ford's 
statement last night said. 

e want, however, to be sure 
that we are doing our part in 
holding the line against inflation. 
Inflation hurts everybody. Among 
other things, a continuing infla- 
(tionary trend would _ require 
widening Government control of 
our economy—perhaps for a long 
period of time.” 

“How long we can resist price 
increases depends on many things 
beyond the control of Ford Motor 
Co.,” he warned. 

Among them he listed avail< 
ability and prices of steel and 
otheg auto-building materials, 
Ford production volume, “volun- 
tary action by employes in our 
own and supplier plants in re- 
fraining from wasteful strikes and 
other interruptions,” the com. 
pany’s tax burden, and “further 
wage increases we may have to 
make under the cost-of-living ad 
justment provision in our union 
contract.” 

Following the General Motors 
pattern, Ford’s new five-year con- 
tract with the UAW is geared to 
the cost-of-living, with pay ad- 
justments quarterly depending on 
the ups and downs of the Bureau 
of Labor Statisties cost index.

From time to time, you hear people raise arguments for not giving to Community Chest, 
Often these arguments stem from “misunderstandings.” Let's look at some of these now ..» 


“The Chest Is Run By the Rich.” This is not so. There are representatives from 
both labor and business on the Chest’s Board of Directors, all races . . . all creeds. And most 
of these folks aren't rich. Campaign workers include housewives, union membefs, clerks, 
businessmen—25,000 volunteer, unpaid workers—a true cross section of our very best citizens, 


"Campaign Workers Are Paid.” Definitely not! From house-to-house solicitors, t 
campaign chairmen, all workers are volunteers. They don’t get a cent for their work. Further, 
the average worker—what with time, gasoline, streetcar fare, etc.—is actually out-of-pocket 
by the time his job is over. 


“They Spend Too Much On Luncheons and Parties.” This is not true, 
Most Chest luncheons and dinners are on a strictly “Dutch treat” basis ... each person pays his 
own way. In other cases, luncheons are sponsored—and paid for—by individuals or firms 
as an “extra” contribution to the Community Chest. 


"Too Much of the Money Collected Goes to Run the Chest.” In St. Louis, 
only 7.6% of the money collected goes for Chest expenses, for the entire year. The 
St. Louis figure is one of the lowest in the entire United States, for cities of any size. Experi- 
ence proves that individual fund drives cost 3 to 4 times this amount. That's why we 
say, “You give best through Community Chest” because more of your money goes t© 
relieve human need and suffering. 


“Why Isn't Every Charitable Agency In the Chest?” Some agencies don’t 
want to be in the Chest because they have private sources of income. Other agencies don’t 
meet the Chest’s strict requirements in such things as budgets and the kind of service they give. 


“Too Much Red Tape.” In an emergency, every Chest agency is ready to act at once, 
When there is time, however, they try to look into the case thoroughly. In this way, they can 
do a better job for those who need help, and avoid wasting funds. If agencies gave help 
without making sure of what they were doing, money would be wasted. As a result, those 
who need it most would sometime be left out. Every dollar must be, and is, spent wisely.

ERE is the prayer that was 
said on United Nations Day 
here in New York City, but

“God of the measureless uni- 
verse ... Creator of man’s con- 
science ... to Thee in this our 
fervent prayer for peace, we lift 
our voices in unison, 

“We ... Americans of every 
faith . . . of every creed .. . join 
together .. pleading for truth, 
justice and charity among men. 
We pray for Thy omnipotent aid 
in this hour of imperiled civiliza- 
tion. 

“That Thou shalt cast out for- 
ever from human thought that 
flaming intolerance which makes 
for war and breeds bloody ag- 
gression. 

“That the advocates of war 
shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares and their spears into 
pruning hooks. 

“We pray to Thee for the resto- 
ration of concord and amity 
among all the peoples of the 


earth. 

“That all persons recognize the 
liberty due religion, and for the 
renewal of the way of life that 
is fruitful of great and good 
works. 

“This, O Lord, is our fervent 
prayer, and this is our mingled 
tribute to Thy everlasting mercy.”

SAYING THIS PRAYER may 
be one way of reminding us that 
we, in the democracies, have a 


fight to wage—a fight to wage 
for peace. 

There are many ways in which 
we can do this. One'‘is by being 
prepared in a military way. This 
we do in the hope that whoever 
is thinking of attacking us will 
think twice and decide it is not 
worth the price. 

A second way is to try to use 
our resources in conjunction with 
the other nations of the world to 
help them develop their resources 
and thereby raise the standard of 
living and make life more worth 
living.

‘mastery over nature, 
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We Need Fear Atomic Men 


_ . By Fulton J. Sheen 


S fear grips the world, one 

truth cries out for repeti- 

tion: it is not atomic bombs 
that we need fear, but atomic 
men—the men who have built 
a civilization in which bombs 
might be used. It is always the 
human agent who is responsible 
for acts of war, and not a life- 
less weapon; a bow and arrow 
in the hands of a professional 
archer is not the menace it 
would have been in the hands 
of a wild Indian. — 

The forces of nature know no 
morality; it is men who use or 
abuse their powers. Electricity 
is useful—but not if every place 
where one sits down is turned 
into an electric chair. Fire is a 
blessing when we use it to cook 
a meal, a curse when the arson- 
ist uses it to burn a house. The 
remedies in a drug store relieve 
us when the druggist is an eth- 
ical man; but in the hands of a 
criminal they would be im- 
mensely dangerous. Thus, too, 
the atomic bomb is not a threat 
to anyone. It is men who 
threaten our safety. 
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BUT WHY DO MEN expend 
their energies in the ugly task 
of trying to destroy mankind? 
The answer can be found in a 
word that applies to our times: 
devolution. The modern world 
has little to say today about 
evolution, whose enthusiasts 
once supposed that human 
progress was automatic and 
sure. Men are not so pleased 
with their own performance to- 
day that they dwell smugly on 
their imagined origin as apes. 
But if evolution has lost its hold 
on popular thought, devolution 
has been all too sadly substan- 
tiated. And this is indicated by 
the fact that, as man gained 
he lost 
mastery over his own nature. 
Modern man is the victim of his 
own inventions. 

The devclution of man has 
passed through three stages, 
similar to those we see in the 
case of a son who turns aside 
from the devoted father who— 
through kindness, love and 
mercy—tries to inspire his 
obedience to the moral law. 

The first stage is one of in- 
difference: the son drifts away 
from his father and ignores his 
teachings, which he regards as 
undue restraints upon his free- 
dom to do whatever pleases 
him. “The old man is behind 
the times,” is his slogan at this 
period. 

In the second stage, as the 
son intensifies the immorality 
of his living, indifference 
changes inte hatred. He no 
longer thinks of his father as 
a father, but discounts his very 
humanity, saying, “The old man 
is a erack-pot.” In the third 
stage, this hatred of his father 
expands to become hatred of 
the whole world, and the rebel- 
lious, young man _ complains, 
“Nobody understands me.” His 
conscience makes it impossible 
for him to live at peace with 
himself and, as a consequence, 
he cannot live at peace with 
anybody else.

THESE CORRESPOND to 
the three stages of ‘devolution, 
by which man has fallen away 
from loving his Heavenly 
Father. In the first stage, man 
denies the existence of God. 
Finding the Divine command- 
ments an uncomfortable curb 
on his way of living, he ra- 
tionalizes his misconduct by 


was a Devil; they interpreted 
the essence of God as Wicked- 
ness, rather than as Goodness. 
Thus, the Communists today do 
not deny God (as the bourgeois 
atheists may do), but they fight 
against God with an active 
atheism, which, not denying His 
existence, struggles to destroy 


Him. 

In the third stage, hatred of 
God expands into hatred of our 
fellowmen. ‘The man who has 
tried to kill God always goes 
further and tries to kill his 
neighbor, for those who sever 
the first bond of love cannot 
rest until they have broken all 
the rest. The Spanish have a 
proverb: “He who spits against 
Heaven, spits in his own face.” 
The exile of God from a civili- 
zation necessarily leads to cruel 
and tyrannical relationships 
among its members. And the 
hatred of our fellowmen, which 
results from denial of God's 
love, finds its final physical ex- 
pression in the atomic bomb: 
the man who could not live 
with God now finds he cannot 
share the earth with other men.

THE ANSWER does not lie 
in “atomic control.” It is to 
be found in human control. 
When school boys throw stones 
at windows, we do not seek to 
dicipline the stones; it is boy- 
control that is our problem. 
International organizations can- 
not prevent lethal hell from 
breaking loose until man re- 

’ verses himself and begins again 
to love and to serve God—and 
this is a job each man must do 
alone, a job that “conferences” 
cannot accomplish. 

There is only one way of ban- 
ishing enmity from the world: 
men cannot learn to love their 
neighbors, much less. their 
enemies, until they first return 
to love of God Himself. ~Then 

—recognizing that He made 
everyone and finds each human 
being dear to Him—we shall be 
able to love all men, too. 

“Practical” men may object 
that it is indiscreet for one- 
half of the world to return to 
God, while the other half con- 
tinues to hate Him. This is 
like being fearful of a small 
child’s transparent plan to trip 
me on the stairs, when his 
father, who sees everything, 
and never lets him out of sight, 
is there to loosen the string. 
We do not need to fear the 
malice of lrearts open to God’s 
inspection, as all human hearts 
are. For if God is on our side, 
what does it matter who tries 
to act against us?
